REMARKS 

/. Status of the Claims 

After the entry of this Amendment, claims 1-3, 10-11, 14-25, 42 and 45-46 are 
pending. Claims 1-3, 10-11, 14-25, 42 and 45-46 are allowed by the Examiner as of the 
Advisory Action dated November 12, 2004. Claim 44 is cancelled. 

//. This Amendment is Filed Within the Period Allowed for Filing an Appeal Brief 

This Amendment is presented within the period allowed for filing an Appeal 
Brief. On October 25, 2004, Applicants filed a Notice of Appeal for this application. Applicants 
are allowed to file an Appeal Brief two months (Dec. 25, 2005) from the date of the Notice of 
Appeal (37 CFR 1 .192(a)). This two month period may be extended for an additional five 
months (May 25, 2005) upon the payment of a five-month extension fee under 37 CFR 
1 .1 7(a)(5). During this period allowed for filing an Appeal Brief, MPEP § 1206 sanctions the 
filing of an amendment which places the application in condition for allowance. As described in 
Section III below, Applicants are cancelling the only pending, non-allowed claim in the 
application. Therefore, this amendment places the application in condition for allowance, and 
Applicants respectfully request the entry of this Amendment. 

This Amendment Places the Application in Condition For Allowance 

As of the Advisory Action dated November 12, 2004, claims 1-3, 10-11, 14-25, 
42, 44 and 45-46 are pending, claims 1-3, 10, 1 1, 14-25, 42, 45 and 46 are allowed, and claim 44 
is rejected. In this Amendment, Applicants cancel claim 44. Since this Amendment cancels the 
only non-allowed pending claim, this application is now in condition for allowance. Applicants 
therefore respectfully request a Notice of Allowance.
